Tile main effort will

t h e weather. 
W ill Save Much Money. 
'I'he coniplelloll of the archives build 
lug will release a great ileal of space 
Iii th e governm ent dep artm en ts which 
Is now used for dead tiles, and will 
mean that much more space will be 
available to clerical help. 
W ith the 
additional space It is thought that the 
governm ent will discontinue the rent 
inc of private buildings for govern 
m ent work and finis save m any hun 
deeds of thousands of dollars a year. 
It Is pointed out that one of tile 
greatest examples of an archives build 
lug Is shown In Hie land office build 
Pig. which Is now nbout *«N> per cent 
used for files of the government. This 
building, It Is said, Is one of tile best 
office b u i l d i n g s in the city and cost 
about a million dollars to build 
The archives building Is the begin­ 
ning of the beaut Ideation of the Mall. 
which was started by the government 
several 
years 
ago, 
Following 
the 
starting of the archives building, it I* 
probable that the public buildings com 
mission will recommend to congress 
this fall ii program for government j 
buildings In Washington that will be 
In keeping vv Itll the beaut v and utility 
of the government's aim and the plans 
of the fine arts commission. 
The government now is paying nbout 
foist,«sat less a year for the rental of 
private quarters for government use 
than It was w hen the public buildings 
commis don was a ut bort red. It is said, 
The commission was given an appro 
priation of $10,(MIO when It begun work 
and to date has expended less than 
half of it. 
The work of the commission In hous­ 
ing the government bureaus lins pro- i 
greased so favorably during th** exist 
ence of that body and tie lessening of 
work Incident to the war is such, that 
many of tin* temporary buildings urn 
to be torn down stain. 
Development of the Mall. 
It bas been announced Hint Corcoran 
courts, the council of national defense 
building and Salida court, in the state, 
w ar aud navy department building. 
will be demolished soon. A new blind­ 
ing that will be a distinct addition to 
the Mall Is nearing completion. 
It Is 
the building In which the works of art 
owned by the government are to lie 
housed. 
These valuable works of art 
are now either stored or art* taken 
care of In the national museum. 
It Is 
hoped to be able to open this National 
Gallery of Art yet this fall. The pub­ 
lic building commission long ago ap­ 
proved the plans of the department of 
agriculture for a group of buildings on 
the south side of the Mall for the use 
of this department. 
Only two of these 
buildings have yet been erected, and 
the secretary of agriculture and his 
immediate force continue to occupy the 
old brick building which has been the 
headquarters of the department ever 
since there was much a department.
